Whether a thorough chemical analysis 
will have to be taken of all cyanides 
now being assembled for fumigation 
purposes by the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange, is a matter that has a 
vital place just at this time, when fum- 
igation of orange trees in the Covina 
valley is just about to begin. It has 
been found, and the Argus is ready 
now to state the fact, that a 
amount of the sodium cyanide purchas- 
ed by the Fruit Growers' Exchange is 
of a low grade, and has every indica- 
tion of being dangerous if used while 
in ignorance of its chemical content. 


In an interview with Prof. Ray E. 


Chase, formerly of the faculty of the 
Covina Union high school, and now 
holding a professorship in the Manual 
Arts school of Los Angeles, the Argus 
this week found that Prof. Chase has 
taken an analysis of a consignment of 
sodium cyanide shipped to Covina to 
be used by association growers, and 
that this analysis shows up ten pet- 
cent sodium chloride, or common and 
injurious salts. The analysis shows 
that the sodium chloride separates into 
six per cent of chlorine. Prof. Chase 
says that this amount of sodium chlo- 
ride and chlorine will cause nearly 
dQub_le;vt.he inaction of its own percent- 
"~ VJs^siB/'fl^kehjppras,: that,;th,e, ten

center; the em^n^1&%^aiijif 
cyanide. This fact, Prof. Chase does 
not hesitate to characterize, as "dan- 
gerous" in fumigation. Not only is this 
a fact, but if this low-grade sodium 
cyanide is used without a knowledge 
of the deficiency of its content, a large 
acreage of citrus fruits may be fumi- 
gated this year with very poor results 
in killing the black scale. 


When confronted with the analysis 


and told of its content, Inspector .1. R. 
Hodges of the county horticultural de- 
partment, told the Argus this week 
that the matter should be given publi- 
city in order that a whole season's 
work of fumigating would not be spoil- 
ed. It is understood that the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange has purchas- 
ed an entire shipload of sodium cya- 
nide, and the analysis made by Prof. 
Chase has been made from samples of 
this shipload. 
Whether the entire 


amount of this big purchase is badly 
adulterated with sodium chloride, can 
only be determined by repeated analy- 
ses. While the experts say there is 
danger of injury to tho trees from the 
use of a chemical that contains much 
salts, the advice of the horticultural 
inspector is also very much to the 
point, In that he urges that the grow- 
ers be safeguarded against poor jobs 
of fumigation. 


Prof. R. S. Woglum of the United 


States department of agriculture says 
that "it is of importance that the 
cyanide be practically freo from so- 
dium chloride. I would condemn as un 
fit for use in fumigation any cyanide 
containing in excess of one per cent 
of sodium chloride." Inasmuch as this 
sodium cyanide which has been analy- 
zed by Prof. Chase shows up with ten 
per cent sodium chloride, it seems an 
important matter that tho fumigation 
materials be carefully investigated.

trous fires have occurred in the state 
within the last year, 120 of which 
were set by lightning and the remain- 
der because of careless campers and 
hunters, the significance of the step 
taken by the county fire warden in 
appointing extra deputies within his 
jurisdiction is apparent to everyone, 
and this week the warden has appoint, 
ed Leslie Riggins, proprietor of the 
Riggins stock ranch, as one of the lo 
cal men to assist In .(safeguarding 
against this danger. Mr. Riggins wil 
make it part of his business to be on 
the lookout for any incipient fires in 
the hills southwest of Covina, and wii 
have the authority to arrest any per- 
son who is the cause of a fire, or who 
goes away and leaves a camp-fire 
smouldering.

Mr. Riggins is of the opinion that 
young hunters may be made to see 
this point without the necessity of 
arrest, but also says that he intends 
to arrest all persons who flagrantly 
defy the law in this respect. Only re- 
cently, the new warden points out 
there was a fire at Puente which de- 
stroyed thousands of dollars worth of 
standing grain, a fire which was caus- 
ed by a carelessly thrown cigar butt, 
and which threatened to sweep over 
the entire valley. Incipient fires are 
[repeatedly being discovered in the 
hills south of Covina, and it is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that a fire war- 
den has been appointed to look after 
this district. 


Mr. Riggins, in speaking of the care- 


less hunter, -said that the real sports- 
man will not be guilty of leaving a 
fire to spread. When it is known, that, 
a vast area burned over means the 
destruction of the eggs and young 
game birds in that region, or the re- 
moval of all game because of a lack 
of food, the conscientious sportsman 
will guard against such an accident. 
In connection with his work, Mr. Rig- 
gins will demand that erery hunter 
carry a license regularly issued by 
the county clerk. It is unlawful to 
shoot in the public roads, a law witt 
which few are familiar, and this prac 
tlce will be stopped, as it is danger 
ous. It is also unlawful to shoot on 
private property that is fenced in, or 
on cultivated ground. The only hunt- 
ing grounds open to the hunter in the 
Covina valley are situated in the un- 
fenced hills, and portions of the big 
plains that are only utilized for dry 
farming. The hunting season opens 
on September 1 for doves, and all 
hunters must provide themselves with 
a license before going out. Cottontail 
rabbits 
may 
be shot 
during the 


months of August, September, Octo- 
ber, November and pecember, the 
limit being fifteen each day. Twenty 
doves may be shot in one day.

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THE OLD SHIP'S RIDING HIGH. 


On board the good old ship of state there has been high carousal during 


the past month. 
While the crew \VHB groggy with too much legislation, there 


was danger that the cargo of wool, cotton and lemons would become shifted 
and list the old vessel to leeward. But, gentle reader, there was a stout, you 
niight say, heavy-set man at the wheel, who kept the old hooker dead in the 
wind, and he brought her into port last week, with nothing more serious the 
matter than that there were a few insurgents awash from the scuppers. 
The good ship of state weathers along pretty well in a fair wind, but it's a 
good thing to know that when it gets kind o' bilious on the vasty deep, there 
is a bulky man always ready to keep her in the wind'K-eye. 


President Taft vetoed the wool schedule; he vetoed the cotton schedule; 


he vetoed the farmers' freo list bill—that, is to say, lie refused to let go of 
the provisions in the Payne-Aldrich tariff before the commission appointed 
for tariff deliberation had reported. Whether the wool schedule is too high 
or not, or the cotton schedule is too high or not, is not at all the question just 
row. 
In his message to Congress last week the president said this in sub- 


stance, and there IB every reason to believe that the president will be in 
favor of a reduction of the duties on wool, for he repeatedly refers to his 
standard, to which he states he is pledged—that of a moderate and gradual 
reduction of tariffs where they are proven to be inflated. 
But he very sensi- 


bly and firmly vetoes the hasty legislation that precedes the report of the 
tariff commission, and points out some very grave errors that would become 
laws were it not for his veto. 
Just as he would have vetoed the farmers' free 


list bill with its rider of lemons, had not the house and senate agreed to take 
lemons out of the bill, so has he vetoed the wool and cotton schedules, and he 
takes the ground that no legislation on the tariff shall meet with his approval 
until it bears the stamp of having been done only after the most careful con- 
sideration. Therefore, some of the most foolish legislation of a remarkably 
foolish session has been passed up to the president, and he has, in turn, 
"passed it up." The more you think of the legislation, and the more you con- 
sider Mr. Taft's action, the better you like Mr. Taft. 
The country experiences 


the same kind of feeling that the old maid had when she hired the gardener— 
"it's a good thing to have a man around the house." 


President Taft is making durable history so fast and so quietly that it will 


be the coming generation and not this one which will understand. Recipro- 
city with Canada has progressed farther than ever before—one of the dreams 
of many constructive statesmen. 
He has been the leader in a practical 


"world peace movement that bids fair to unite Christian nations. 
He has 


performed a difficult operation in obstetrics, where a stale was being born, 
preventing Arizona from hobbling through life with a withered judiciary 
limb. When Roosevelt, a great statesman of another calibre, was vacillating 
on the recall of the judiciary question, Taft had no hesitation, knowing that 
branch of the government better than any president we ever had before. 


Each time this hefty skipper brings the ship of state into port with signs 


of storms upon it, but safe and riding high, he makes it more plain that a 
crew can be made up of different kinds of good and bad men, but that there 
can be but one captain aboard a vessel that weathers gales. These success- 
ful voyages which he has been making mean that he will be given his com- 
mission in 1912. The tariff is bound to keep the water rough. The lemon 
tariff has its enemies in California, and it may be too high. It just goes 
to show that the leopard has by no means changed his spots, and the tariff 
is still a local issue. But to a skipper like Taft, it's a matter of deep-sea 
navigating, not coast-line storms.

Woodford

General Manager B. A. Woodford 


of the California Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change is to be the feature of the an- 
nual meeting of the Irwindale Citrus 
Association, to be held this (Satur- 
day) morning at the packing house. 
He is to speak on the subject of the 
general distribution and marketing of 
oranges. There will also be a speaker 
present from the Fruit Growers' Sup- 
ply Company. The members are in- 
vited to bring ladies and friends, and 
refreshments will be served. 


Railroad Rate Regulation. 


The framers of the Constitution of 


California , in 1879, believed that in 
Section 20, Article XI, proper provi- 
sion had been made which would en- 
able the railroad commission to pro- 
tect the people against the railroads 
combining and increasing their rates. 
Unfortunately the provision agains 
rates being increased after they had 
been reduced was 
qualified 
by 
the 


words, "for the purpose of competing 
with any other common carrier." 


The Supreme Court of California, 


in the Fresno Rate Case, held that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company 


had reduced its rates in competition 
with the valley road. They then read 
into the constitution 
language tha 


nowhere appeared therein, thus fur 
ther qualifying it, and decided that it 
had been intended to apply only to 
the competition of a company that 
first reduced rates. Those that "re- 
duced rates in competition" to meet 
such competition 
were 
not 
to be 


amenable to the law. 


As the rate of $3.75 from S.an Fran- 


cisco to Fresno had been established 
by the Valley road when it commenc- 
ed to operate^ under this decision 
there was no restriction upon it, or 
its then owner, the Sante Fe, increas- 
ing its rate to $5.90. The Southern 
Pacifiic, having "reduced its rate in 
competition" to meet the rate of the 
Valley Road, was permitted by the 
court to also raise its charge to $5.90. 


This decision legalized the increas 


in rates that were made by the Santa 
Fe and the Southern Pacific to and be- 
tweten all of the towns from San 
Francisco to Bakersfield, and added 
millions to the income of each 
these railroads. 


In this same case, the court travel- 


ed far out of its way to, by dictum, 
further cripple the power of the' State 
to regulate railroads. 
In its argu- 


ment it stated that the railroad com- 
mission had the power only to fix 
maximum rates and charges, although 
Section 22 gave them power to "estab- 
lish rates of charges for transporta- 
tion of passengers and freight." 


The proposed amendments to Sec- 


tions 20 and 21, Article XI of the Con- 
stitution upon which the people will 
vote October 10, known as the Assem- 
bly Constitutional Amendment No. 50, 
will revive and give new life to the 
regulatory powers of the railroad com- 
mission. .In .plain and unequivocal 
terms it provides that any railroad 
shall raise any rate or charge with- 
out a showing before the railroad 
commission that the increase is jus- 
tified 
The decision of the commis- 


sion is not subject to review by any 
court, except upon the question of 
confistication of property. 


This portion of the amendment is 


of tremendous importance to the peo- 
ple of California. It will be noticed 
that not only must a showing be 
made by the company to justify any 
increase of rate it might wish to 
make, but the burden of proof is put 
upon the railroad.
